Farm Loan Board Joday announced 
a reduction from 5 1-2 to 5 per cent 
in the rate of interest charged on 
direct loans to all cooperative mar­ 
keting associations. 
Board members declared the reduc­ 
tion would aid materially in the fi­ 
nancing of this year’s crop move­ 
ment. The intermediate credit banks, 
which made the loans to 'the co­ 
operative marketing association last 
year, loaned more than $58,060,000 
and this was distributed among ap­ 
proximately 200,000 farmers. 
The 5 1-2 per cent rate has been 
in effect since the credit banks were 
organized 
under 
the 
agricultural 
credit law passed early in 1923. Ability 
of the board to lower the rate was 
declared by Commissioner Cooper to 
mean that the system was established

The reparation commission laid 
down what should, in its opinion, 
constitute the “putting into oper­ 
ation of the Dawes plan.” 
These 
conditions, five 
of them, 
were 
adopted unanimously. 
They are: first, voting by the 
Reichstag in a form approved by 
the reparation.s commission of laws 
necessary to the working of 
the 
plans and promulgation of these 
laws. 
Second, installation with a view 
to their normal working of all the 
executive and controlling 
bodies 
provided in the plan. 
Third, definite con.stitution, 
in 
conformity with the provisions of 
the respective laws of the German 
banks and of the German railway 
companies. 
Fourth, deposit with the trustee 
of certificates representing railway 
bonds and such similar certificates 
for industrial debentures, as may 
result from the report of the or­ 
ganization committee. 
Fifth, conclusion of contracts as­ 
suring the subscription cf a loan 
of 800,000,000 gold marks as soon 
as the plan has been brought into 
operation and all the conditions 
contained in the experts’ report 
have been fulfilled.

Birthplace of 
Man in Desert 


Having establi.shed to th eir 
own 
satisfaction the fact th at man existed 
600,01)0 years ago. scientists will now 
attem pt to trace his origin back a n ­ 
other million years. 
Led by Roy Chapman Andrews, who 
returned from Asia a year ago with a 
nest of 26 dinosaur eggs ten mil­ 
lion years old, another 
expedition 
sailed from the United States May 
25th for China. 
Thence the party 
will proceed into the heart of the 
Gobi desert, in .Mongolia, where it 
is hoped a five-year search will re ­ 
veal fu rth er amazing 
secrets con­ 
cerning the early life of man, beast 
and reptile. 
As ill the pieviou.s expeditions, the 
scientists will rely on Aniericun-built 
motor curs and trucks for tran sp o rta­ 
tion, although roads are unknown in 
most of the vast territory to be ex­ 
plored. 
Mr. Andrews recently visited 
Dodge Brothers factory in 
Detroit, 
where five cars were being equipped 
for the expedition. 
.Mr. Andrews ex­ 
pressed great satisfaction wilh the 
new equipm ent and repeated 
that

“When we found the ten-m illion- 
year-old dinosaur eggs, we were ex­ 
am ining rocks older thnn humanity,” 
eaid Mr. Andrews. 
“But now we 
are goin g to the rocks where human 
remaíttá are more s^kely-to exist. 
It 
is a gamble, but we think the pros­ 
pecta Justify gambling."

PAYING THE WAR DEBT 
WTiatever may be the divergence of opinion on the fam­ 
ous “Mellon plan,” there is a very large proportion of the 
people that have a suspicion that if “Uncle Andy” Mellon 
were let alone in the United States Treasury for a few 
years he would have the United States out of debt and the 
taxes of everybody greatly reduced. 
So quietly and effec­ 
tively did the 'I’rea.sury department under him retire millions 
of dollars of the war debt and report a surplus over current 
expenses that it would appear good business for the United 
States to let him stay where he is. 
The Treasury now has an ambitious scheme. It would 
pay off the entire war debt by 1954. The Treasury under Mel­ 
lon seems to have a passion for ridding the country of debt, 
as well as the ability to do it. Each time the Treasury retires 
a great block of bonds the taxes paid by the entire people, 
directly or indirectly, for interest, are reduced. 
Money is 
released for use in trade channels. So it is good business to 
pay off the debt. 
The program of retiring the war debt by 1954 may even 
be accomplished if France and Italy do not pay their debts to 
this nation by that time. Of course, the program cannot be 
carried out unless the nation enjoys peace for thirty years 
ioid Congress doe.s not insist on spending about everything 
the taxpayer can pay. The gross public debt on July 1 was 
1.250,812.989.49. It had been decreased by the amount of 
j;i.098.894..375.87 during the fiscal year, more than twice the 
sinking fund and public debt charges. 
“Uncle Andy” just 
tn^k surplus from here and there and reduced it. The war 
del)t was at its peak on August 31. 1919, when it amounted 
to $26,701,648.01. A reduction of more than five billions in 
9 few years speaks well for the ability of the nation to pay. 
It is estimated that the debt can be reduced more than 
a half billion dollars a year under present sinking fund ar- 
nngements, and this amount can be increased from time to 
lime to wipe out the debt in thirty years. 
For the fiscal 
vcar 1925 it is estimated that the sinking fund will amount 
?310,noo,000 and that there will be received from foreign 
't vcrnmcrt:! under debts settlements $160,277,975. Careful 
li:\a icing for the government pays each individual. Let us 
’ 
lhaf this "Mellon plan” at least is allowed to continue 
’.vithout opposition.

“I probably would have done 
the same thing myself at the time, Who would have dreamed 
in 1724 that 60 acres at Broadway and Canal street would 
ever become the priceless parcel of land it is today? 


The De Kay incident will interest everyone, for it is just 
a big-scale. experience that no one escapes—the overlooked 
bet. The man who doesn’t pass up a big opportunity himself) 
is sure to have an ancestor who did. 
^ ^ 
The trouble is, these are not opportunities at the time. 
They are made opportunities by the passing of time. 
Many a reader will start reminiscing and say: “Gosh, I 
remember when I could have bought such-and-such a prop­ 
erty for a song. Today it’s worth a barrel o f money.” 


People are passing up big future opportunities today 
just as much as a century ago when Colonel De Kay sold 
his farm. For instance, cities as large as New York is today 
may spring up on what now is remote farm land.^ 
Up to now, there have been three main factors in making 
cities large: Commercially strategic location at the seashore 
with good harbor fa<;ilities; location to drain large farming 
territories; lociation logical for manufacturing. 
A fourth factor will inevitably develop—location at points 
where air traffic will focus. Flying flivvers by the million.s 
are not improbable, nor even flying freight trains. If you can 
figure out the future traffic centers of “air lines,” a small 
investment may enable you to leave many millions to your 
descendants.

Of course, by the time the descendants get on the job, 
confiscatory taxation may make the millionaire as extinct as 
a dodo or passenger pigeon.

A trout fishery was established 


on an estate In Scotland. During 
certain seasons a large number of 
the fry or young trout are crowded 
together tn shallow ponds, as their 
Inclination Is to keep together Just 
where the water enters. 


One day a blackbird, drinking at 


one of these ponds, got hold of a 
young trout, probably accidentally, 
but found It was excellent feeding. 
A blackbird does not by habit get 
Its food from the water, but this 
particular one, having tapped a 
new source of food supply, re- 
turned to It again and 'again.

bad by some means been able to 
Impart Its newly found knowledge 
to all the other blackbirds on the 
estate, and Instead. of one bird 
stealing the young fish, all the 
Mrds got Into the way~*f doing 
go'.
